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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

Claims 1-21 are allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 
Claims 1-12 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of record does 
not teach or render obvious a localized split floating gate device comprising a first oxide region 
defined over the first source-drain junction and a second oxide region defined over the second 
source-drain junction; a first floating gate defined with an overlap over the first source-drain 
junction and adjacent to the first oxide region, and a second floating gate defined with an overlap 
over the second source-drain junction and adjacent to the second oxide region, and in 
combination with all other features as recited in independent claim 1. 

Claims 13-21 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of record 
does not teach or render obvious a localized split floating gate device comprising an oxide region 
defined over a center region of the drain junction; and a floating gate defined adjacent to the 
oxide region, the floating gate defined with an overlap over the drain junction, and in 
combination with all other features as recited in independent claim 13.
